ASSASSINATION BY A FANATIC.

Korean Minister Resident the Victim.
Taft Orders The Balllnger

BLUEFIELDS, December 22. In a

decisive battle fought here yesterday
the revolutionary forces, under the
command of General Estrada, complete
ly routed the Zelaya army.
